FIKST DAY. 

The Virginia Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, commenced its Seventy-fifth* session in the Broad Street Metho- 
dist church, Richmond, Va., 'on the 10th day of November, 18C9, at 9 
o’clock A. M. 

Bishop David S Doggett, D. D., presiding. 

The Conference was opened with appropriate religious exercises, con- 
ducted by the Bishop. • 

The roll was called by the Secretary of the last session. Rev. Paul 
Whitehead, when 101 clerical and 15 lay members responded. f 

Before entering upon the regular business. Bishop Doggett delivered a 
brief address to the Conference. 

He said that two years ago he had na- expectation of so speedy a 
return to the Virginia Conference, and thought it best to say that he did 
not preside at this session at his own instance or request. On the con- 
trary, he had objected to the arrangement, because only two years had 
elapsed since he presided at Petersburg, and Richmond being the place 
of his residence, he believed that the presence of some other Bishop 
would probably have added more interest to the occasion. This opinion, 
however, was overruled by his colleagues, and he acceded to the suggestion 
that he should take this Conference in his district. It afforded him 
pleasure to say that he felt assured of a generous and affectionate recep- 
tion, and therefore he did not hesitate to assume the responsibilities of 
the position. 

He then alluded to his long connection with the Virginia Conference, 
yrith which, and with which alone, he had been identified from his youth. 
In February, 1829, at the city of Lynchburg, Va., he was admitted on 
trial in the traveling connection, and was consequently now in the forty- 
first year of his itinerant ministry. The class in which he entered the 
Conference numbered fifteen. Of these, there were but four now living — 
viz: James Jamieson, Wm. B. Rowzie, Robert I. Carson, and himself. 
The others have passed away, leaving the legacy of bright examples. 
Few who were memhers of the Conference when he joined now survive; 
and those who remain must soon pass away.

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He tKen paid a tribute to the Virginia Conference, which, he remarked, 
was perhaps the oldest Conference in the Southern connection, and has 
had on its roll.many noble names, and has performed a prominent. and 
distinguished part in the history of Methodism. She has not only sup- 
plied "her , own fields with efiicient laborers, but has also contributed 
largely to strengthen other Conferences ; and while she has not accom- 
plished all that was possible, she has raised a grand monument to the 
glory of God. 

He said that Southern Methodism had achieved a great triumph, but 
that her work was not done. A new era was dawning upon the South, 
and we must be prepared for it. We are about to have a new element 
in our population j and the signs indicate that we are about to lose an 
old one. The gate that opens to introduce the tide of immigration now 
flowing in will admit a flood of fanatical, heretical, and skeptical ideas, 
which will inaugurate a new and painful era in the history of the Church. 
What is now passing over the North, will also come South. We must 
take care not to' yield an inch. We must not surrender our distinctive • 
doctrines to the times j nor suffer the great truths of Christianity to be 
diluted. The Southern Methodist Church must take an advanced posi- 
tion, and meet the enemy at the gates. May God deliver us from the 
threatened danger. 

Paul Whitehead was elected Secretary, and Peter A. Peterson, Assistant 
Secretary. 

The hour of daily meeting was fixed at 9^ o’clock A. M., and of 
adjournment at 2 o’clock P. M. 

On motion, the Presiding Elder of the Richmond District and the 
preachers having charge of our churches in Richmond, were appointed a 
Committee on Public Worship. 

On motion, Francis M. Edwards was appointed to fill a vacancy in 
the Committee to Examine Candidates for Admission ; and Charles H. 
Hall to fill a vacancy in the Committee to Examine the Class of the 
Fourth Year.

Bayley, who has recently returned from his long absence in England, its 
Christian salutations and a hearty welcome among us.

Religious exercises conducted by Joseph H. Davis. 

A petition from the African M. E. Church in Richmond, asking that 
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certiiin Cluivch property belonging to the M. E. Church, South, bo 
traiistered to their control, was presented, read, and referred to the Com- 
mittee on the Religious Interests of the Colored People. 

Samuel T. Moorman presented a coiniiiunication in relation to his 
work as Missionary to the State Penitentiary. Referred to the Board 
of Domestic Missions. 

Joseph H. Davis moved that the Board of Domestic Missions bo 
instructed to place the State Penitentiary upon the list of Missions j 
which, on motion, was laid upon the table for the present. 

The name of Henry C. Bowles was called, and on motion, his case was 
referred to a committee consisting of J. D. Blackwell, L. J. Hansberger, 
and B. II. Johnson. 

On motion, W. W. Bennett was excused from serving on tho Com- 
mittee on Foreign Missions ; and George W. Nolley was appointed in his 
place. 

Robert A. Armistead (who is an elder), James C. Reed, and Wm. R. 
Cobb, who were received on trial at the last Conference, passed in 
examination of character, and were severally continued on trial ; and 
James C. Reed and William R. Cobb were elected to deacon’s orders. 

David F. Hodges, Wm. P. Wright, Benjamin F. Tennille (who is. a 
deacon), and Travis J. Taylor, who were admitted on trial at the last 
Conference, passed in examination of character, were examined before 
the Conference by the Bishop in accordance with the provisions of the 
Discipline, and were severally admitted into full connection; and David 
F. Hodges, Charles E. Hobday, William P. Wright, and Travis J. 
Taylor, were elected to deacon’s orders. 

The Presiding Elder of the Petersburg District announced the peaceful 
death of Aurelius W. Holt, who was continued on trial at the last Con- 
ference. 

John N. Jones, Wm. M. Jerdone, and John W. Hilldrup (deacons), 
who were admitted into full connection at the last Conference, passed in 
examination of character. The first two were elected to elder’s orders, 
and John W. Hilldrup continued as a deacon. 

AYm. G. Starr, Wm. H. Hopkins, and Herbert T. Bacon, who were 
continued as deacons at the last Conference, passed in examination of 
character, and were severally elected to elder’s orders ; and on motion, 
Herbert T. Bacon was placed on the supernumerary list. 

Thos. P. Wise, who was continued as a deacon at the last Conference, 
passed in examination of character, and on motion, a certificate of location 
was granted at his own request. 

Wm. W. Spain and Benj. T. Ames, who were continued as deacons at 
the last Conference, passed in examination of character, and were con- 
tinued as deacons ; and on motion, B. T. Ames was placed on the 
superannuated list. 

Robert A. Lee, a local preacher of South Staunton Circuit, was 
recommended by the Quarterly Conference of that circuit as a suitable 
person to be ordained deacon, passed in examination of character, and 
was elected to deacon’s orders. 

James E. Gates, a local deacon of Oregon, Sidney, and Rocketts 
Mission, was recommended by the Quarterly Conference of that mission 
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for election to elder’s orders, passed in examination of character, and 
was elected accordingly. 

Leave of absence for the remainder of the session was granted to 
Thomas Whitehead, John R. Kilby, and James W. Blincoe. 

On motion of Alexander Gr. Brown, the following preamble and reso- 
lution were adopted : 

Whereas we regret to have lieard that the health of our venerable father and Bishop, John 
Early, has prevented his attendance upon this session of our body : Therefore 
Bexolved, That we assure him of our warmest sympathies in his affliction, and offer the 
fervent prayer that he iiiay be abundantly sustained and comforted by the glorious gospel 
which he has so long and successfully proclaimed to others, and which finds so beautlFul an 
illustration in his own laborious and exemplary life. 

At the invitation of Bishop Boggett, and led by Dr. J. B. McFerrin, 
the Conference united in prayer in behalf of Bishop Early. 

A. C. Bledsoe and Alexander M. Hall presented a recommendation to 
the General Conference to require candidates for ordination in the local 
ministry, to stand an approved examination upon the course of study 
prescribed for ministers in the traveling connection. Referred to the 
Committee on Memorials. 

On motion, the subject of our educational interests was made the 
order of the day for Monday at 10^ o’clock A. M.

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REPORTS. 



EDUCATION.— “A.” 

1.— THE SUBJECT GENERALLY, AND OUR COLLEGES. 

The Comraitte on Education respectfully submit the following report : 
The importance of this subject may be viewed in its relation to the 
general education of our people, and also as it relates to the education of 
young men called to the work of the ministry. In either view, it is a 
matter of the highest moment. The enlarged facilities for the intellectual 
elevation of the masses is so peculiarly the great feature of this age, that it 
is hardly necessary to do more than call the attention of the Church to the 
same, and to indicate the extent to which we are in harmony with this 
general movement. At no period since the revival of literature has the 
general diffusion of learning been so great as at present. The intellect of 
the age is undergoing a universal quickening. Our children are deserting 
the narrow paths of our fathers, holding the past in esteem only so far as 
its lessons aid in solving the problems of the present, or help to shape and 
fashion the future. A thousand facilities of intercourse between man and 
man have opened new avenues for the transmission of thought, while the 
almost universal fusion of society has caused, everywhere, interests to 
collide and opinions to conflict. No organization can govern, ^mid events 
like these, which has not furnished itself for this conflict of opinions. A 
moral reform of ordinary force may play along the outer limits of this 
great movement. A Church of ordinary gifts and grace may follow in its 
wake, and gather up and mourn over "the wrecks which strew its path. 
But the highest endowments of heart and of intellect, with w’hich God has 
blessed humanity, must be consecrated to Him before a Church can 
advance into the centre of such a movement, and grapple the elements 
which rule it, and subordinate them to its own control. We know that 
the strength of sin is two fold — the corruption of the heart, which is its 
stronghold, and the errors of opinion, which are its outer works and 
defences. To perfect the regeneration of society, we must be prepared to 
master both of these positions. An untutored Church, among an untutored 
people, may do this work. But education and a cultivated intellect are 
indispensable to success, if the Church would rise into the higher grades 
of society, and, by subduing the masters of thought, make itself the great 
leader of public opinion. 

If this be true of the Church in general, it is eminently so of its ministry. 
They cannot hope to lead, but only to follow, unless they be endowed 
with the qualifications of leaders. A call to the ministry should not be 
responded to with inconsiderate haste. Thirty years of training followed 
the setting apart of the Baptist and the beginning of his ministry. God’s 
call to the great work should, more often than otherwise, be construed as a 
call to prepare; not to rush with presumptuous haste, unfurnished into 
the work. God can afford to wait while He is fitting His instruments for 
their mission. Waiting, and then working, and working and then waiting, 
have been the universal rules of His providence and His grace. God is 
never in a hurry. In all the domain of nature. He has never taken for use 
an imperfect instrument, where patient waiting would have matured its 
perfection. And in the operations of His providence, long years intervene 
between the first tuition of His grace and that developed growth of 
character which makes the Christian like a city on a hill, or a light oii a 
candlestick. 
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If WO bo nnablo or unwilling to take this position for onr people and for 
onr proiioliors, and thus dotorinino the future, both ot the Conloronco and 
of the Ohnroh, there are others ready to stop to the iront ainl asHiimo it for 
themselves. A groat crisis is upon our country in its moral and religious 
asi>ects. The old days of (piiet for our Church are gone; and there are 
coining days of conllict with inlidelity in its thousand forms. The great 
problem oi’ the conversion of tlie world is to bo solved in our very midst. 
God has sot this land midway between the teeming millions of the East and 
the West of the Old World. And lie is bringing to our very doors the 
inlidelitv of the one and the idolatry of the other, that we may absorb theni 
into, and fashion them after, our higher civilization. ^ Our institutions of 
learning are among Cod’s mightiest appliances to quality us tor this work. 
If wo fail to take advantage of this extended aid, we must tall into the rear, 
and become hewers of wood and drawers of water (as we are too much 
already), while others possess the land and apportion the inheritance. 
Intellect, and cultivated intellect only, can govern the intellectual develop- 
ment of an ago, whether the candidate for the mastery be in the forum or 

the pulpit. , , , , . 

In accordance with these great wants of the Church, we have had in 
successful operation for many years several institutions of learning ot 
high grade, furnishing thorough instruction to the youth of the Church. 
At the head of these stands Randolph Macon College, located at Ashland, 
Va. This institution, under the presidency of Rev. James A. Duncan, 
D. D., ohers great facilities of education to the young men ot the Church, 
and especiallj’’ to such as wish to make thorough preparation for the ministry. 
Besides the academic course common to our colleges, the President has 
instituted, in eti’ect, a Chair of Biblical Literature, and at great expense of 
time, and means, and labor, has provided — what has long been wanted — a 
systematic course of Biblical instruction. Assisted by an able corps ot 
Professors, he cannot fail to make the College _a success, it the patronage 
and support of the Church correspond to the ability and zeal of the Faculty 
of the institution. The College cannot prosper without an endowment, 
and the Church is earnestly solicited to respond lilierally to the appeals ot 
the agent in its behalf. Rev. W. B. Rowzie reports that during the past 
year $23,179 have been collected; of which $10,000 were raised by Drs. 
Duncan, Granbery, Bennett, and others ; and $13,179 by himselt. There 
are now at the College ninety-eight students, twenty -three ot whom are 
preparing for the ministry ; of these latter, seven are from the Baltimore 
Conference. 

Wesleyan Female College, located at Murfreesboro’, N. C., under the 
care of Rev. Paul Whitehead, President, is a Conference institution, 
built and owned by the Church, and is in a flourishing condition. One 
embarrassment limits its usefulness. It is encumbered with a debt of 
$12,000, contracted before the war. The College cannot realize its lull 
measure of prosperity while this debt hangs over it. During the past year 
it has had ninety pupils in attendance. 

The Danville Female College, under the care of the Rev. J. C. Blackwell, 
is a Methodist institution, and desires to be recognized by the Conference. 
Its prospects are good, and under its able Faculty should succeed. 

In Petersburg, Va., we have two colleges of first grade for females. The 
Petersburg Female College, of which Major R. W. Jones is President, and 
the Southern Female College, Wms. T. Davis, President. Both of these 
institutions are in a flourishing condition, and accomplishing in that 
community a great work for the Church. 

The Female Collegiate Institute, at Richmond, Va., under the care of 
Leroy S. Edwards and E. E. Parham, is in a prosperous state, and is an 
institution in every way worthy of encouragement. 

In reference to these educational enterprises of the Church, the com- 
mittee offer the following resolutions: 

1. Resolved^ That, recognizing the indispensable necessity of Randolph 
Macon College to the Church, and calling to mind the great w'ork it has 
accomplished in the past, we heartily commend it to the patronage of our 
people, and ask for it a generous and liberal support. 

2. Resolved^ That the Bishops be requested to appoint an agent for the 
College ; and that Rev. W. W. Bennet be assigned to that work. 

3. Resolvedf That a vote of thanks be tendered the Society of Alumni for 
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their eiTorts to raise a fund of ^20,000 for the endowment of a Professorship 
in the institution. t t. 

4. JRcsolved^ That havin" heard of the resignation of Rev. Wm. B. Rowzie 
as Agent of Randolph Macon College, and knowing as wo do his great 
labors and success in raising funds for the institution, he is hereby ten- 
dered, as ho so richly deserves, the thanks of this Conference for his untir- 
ing devotion to his work. 

5. Refiolvcd. That the following resolutions of the Board of Irustees be 
adopted : 

“ 1st. That wo request the Virginia Conference to order that the deficiency 
in the yearly revenues of the College, which shall be reported by the 
Board of Trustees to each annual session of the Conference, shall be 
divided among all the districts of the Conference, and sub-divided 
among all the stations and circuits by the District stewards, as is the 
case in regard to the Conference collection, and shall be raised by 
collections in every congregation, and embraced in the annual report 
of the Recording Steward of every charge to the Financial Board ot the 
Conference. 

“ 2d. That the Conference be requested to appoint next May as the time for 
taking up this collection. 

“3d. Tliat when the Conference adopt the plan proposed above, all its 
ministers shall be entitled to send their sons, of proper age and 
acquirements, to college without payment of tuition fees ; that the 
Baltimore Conference, by adopting the same plan, shall be entitled to 
the same privilege ; and that ^2,500 be fixed as the amount to be raised 
by each of these Conferences for the next year. 

“4th. That the Conference be requested to appoint a day of prayer for the 
success of the College.” 

6. Resolved, That inasmuch as Wesleyan Female College is peculiarly a 
Conference institution, it is deserving of especial notice and commendation ; 
and we hereby present it to our people at large as an institution eminently 
worthy of their patronage ; and that we request the Bishop to appoint Rev. 
W. B. Rowzie as its agent. 

II.— YOUNG preachers’ EDUCATIONAL FUND. 

The Committee desire further to report the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That we heartily approve of the education of young men, called 
of God to the work and office of the ministry ; and that even after an 
applicant for admission into the Conference has passed an approved 
examination before the committee, if his educational advantages have been 
inferior, and his literary and theological training is below a fair average 
standard of qualification for his work, we would recommend that such 
applicant be advised to devote further time to preparation for the pastorate, 
provided, the facilities for such further preparations can be commanded by 
the candidate. 

Resolved, That in lieu of some other and more feasible plan, which 
may hereafter be suggested for the raising of funds for this object, we 
recommend the following plan to the farvorable consideration of the 
Conference — viz : 

1st. That a Board of Managers,-'-' to be located at Richmond, and known 
under the name and title of The Board of MoMagers of the Young Preachers' 
Educational Fund of the Virginia Conference, (empowered to elect its own 
officers, and fill vacancies in the interval of the Conference), be elected by 
this Conference, whose duty it shall be to hold all the funds raised for the 
education of young men called to the work of the ministry, and looking to 
admittance into the Virginia Conference, and aj)ply the same as their wisdom 
and judgment may direct for the benefit of such young men as may be placed 
under their care, as hereinafter provided. 

2d. That the preachers in charge of all our circuits and stations be 
earnestly requested, as far as practicable, to organize societies in their 
respective charges, embracing, especially, the ladies and children of our 
congregations, for the purpose of raising funds to aid in this work, and

that in lieu of such organizations, such other proper methods and devices 
as may promise the greatest results, be employed for raising money, and 
that all the funds thus raised by the preachers and others bo remitted 
to he Treasurer of the Board. 

3d. That the editor of the Richmond Christian Advocate be requested to 
keep a standing appeal in his columns in behalf of this association, with the 
request that all funds donated for this object, outside of the plan above 
suggested, bo remitted to the Treasurer of the Board. 

4. Tluit the Board shall not be allowed to use the funds thus raised for 
any other object than in assisting such young men as may bo turned 
over to their care, either by this Conference or by the Quarterly Con- 
ferences, under the endorsement and recommendation of the Presiding 
Elders, after satisfactory evidence that the candidate is called to the work 
and office of the ministry, and looks to admittance into the Virginia 
Conference as an itinerant minister.

ON FOKEIGN MISSIONS.— “ B.” 

The Committee to whom was referred the subject of Foreign Missions, 
beg leave to report that. 

After hearing the able discourse upon this subject, delivered in this 
church on Friday last, by our excellent Secretary, the Kev. Dr. Munsey, 
we deem it unnecessary to make any other remark, either in the way of 
statement or argument, but submit the following resolutions for the 
adoption of the Conference : 

Resolved^ That we hold ourselves bound, in the first instance, by every 
consideration of honor, of justice, and of gratitude, to pay the debt that is 
due on account of the China Mission, and for this purpose we advise all 
our city pastors to raise a collection in all their congregations on the first 
Sabbath in January next, and all our circuit pastors to do the same thing in 
their respective congregations, commencing on the first Sunday in 
February, and continuing from Sabbath to Sabbath till they complete the 
circle of their appointments. 

Resolved^ We advise our preachers to organize all our Sabbath schools into 
juvenile missionary societies, with a small monthly contribution to the 
cause of missions, one-half of which shall be appropriated to Domestic and 
the other half to Foreign Missions, at least until this debt shall have been 
paid. 

Resolved^ When this incubus shall have been removed, we consider our- 
selves bound, as a Church, to address ourselves with increased zeal and 
activity to the extension and support of our Foreign Missionary operations, 
until the whole world shall be converted to God.

ON DOMESTIC MISSIONS.— “ C.” 

The Board of Domestic Missions of the Virginia Conference report 
that, at the last session of the Conference, with the approval of Bishop 
Wightman and the Presiding Elders, the term mission was stricken from 
the list of appointments ; the Board, therefore, have no report to 
make of Domestic Missionary labors or statistics. This position places 
us, as a Conference, in rather an awkward relation to the Domestic 
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Mission Board of our riiurch, and subjects us to the criticism, if not the 
censure, of the General Conference. We raise, by appeals to our congre- 
gations, funds to aid in our Domestic Missionary Work, and while we 
apply them to the aid of weak appointments that are unable to support 
their ministers, and which are, in a missionary ground ; we never- 

theless make no report to the Parent Board of any home missionary labors. 

It remains for this Conference to say whether we shall continue in this 
anomalous relation to the Domestic Mission Board at Nashville. In the 
judgment of your Conference Board, all the appointments asking for and 
receiving appropriations from the Domestic Mission funds of this Con- 
ference should l)e put down as UomeHtic Mistdonfi^ and should report to the 
Board as such ; and if such appointments are unwilling to be plar^ed in the 
category of miaaion/i, the approj)riations should not be made. By adopting 
this plan, our position is fully defined, and our work is rendered plain and 
simple ; but, adhering to our present plan, it is impossible to give satisfac- 
tion, either to preachers or people. In the long run, it will prejudice our 
<;ollections for Domestic Mission work, and end in difficulties from which 
we cannot easily extricate ourselves. We reiterate what we have said 
once and again in our previous annual reports, that it would be better to 
take under our care such appointments as are willing to be known as 
domestic missions, and to appropriate, for their benefit only, such funds as 
may be in the hands of the Treasurer at the close of each annual session. 
This will restore us to a safe and satisfactory basis of operations, and relieve 
us from our present embarrassing position. If this should be declined by 
the Conference, it would be better to dissolve our present organization, 
and allow the Board of Finance to receive and disburse the funds raised for 
Domestic Mission purposes, under the direction and sanction of the 
Conference. 

Your Board has had several meetings during the year, but have pro- 
jected no new missions. Only one new mission has been proposed 
during the present Conference session. It is a field lying principally in 
Campbell and Bedford counties, adjacent to the village of Leesville, in 
which there are more than one hundred church members, wdth the 
prospect of rapidly increasing the number, and enlarging the field so 
as to make it, in a short time, a self-sustaining circuit, provided it can 
receive some aid at this Conference to assist it in supporting a preacher. 
It is proposed to call it the Leesville Mission, and to ask for it an appropri- 
ation of at least $150. 

A Local Mission Board has been organized in the city of Richmond, 
under the sanction and approval of the Conference Mission Board, 
w’hich fusks permission of the Conference to undertake and support the 
Domestic Mission work in and around Richmond and Manches- 
ter, embracing Sidney, Oregon, Rocketts, the Vallej’’, and the Peni- 
tentiary. 

After paying the appropriations made by the last Conference, the Treasurer 
reports about $1,000 subject to the order of the Board. His report will 
furnish a detailed statement of all the receipts and disbursements during 
the year. It will be remembered that the appropriations made at the last 
Conference w^ere very largely in excess of the funds in hand, and the 
payment of this excess, out of the receipts of the year just now at a close, 
leaves on hand a comparatively small amount to" be appropriated at the 
present session. Nor can it be appropriated by the Board until the Con- 
ference decides whether it shall be applied to Domestic Missions, known 
and recognized as stick, or whether it shall be applied to aid weak appoint- 
ments in the support of a pastor. Acting under the Constitution of the 
Domestic Mission Board of the Virginia Conference, made and adopted by 
the Conference itself, we cannot recommend any other appropriations of 
our limited funds than such as are provided for in the charter you have 
given us, unless we are directed so to do by the positive order of the 
Conference that originated the organization we represent. There is no 
indisposition on the part of your Board to make such appropriations as 
may meet the wishes of the controlling majority of the Conference ; but 
w*^e, as a Board, have no rights, under our charter, to make appropriations 
for any other work than such as are designated Domestic Missions. W© 
therefore wait for the action of the Conference on this subject.

ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS.— D." 

The Committee on Sunday Schools beg leave to present tlie following 

^^rud<diig from the Sunday School statistics of the present year, there has 
been a most gratifying increase in the number of Sunday School workers 
and scholars throughout a large portion of our Conference. The Nortolk 
District alone, shows an increase of 988 scholars over the miinber reported 
last year. We deem it deserving of special notice, that through the inde- 
fatigable exertions of Rev- D. F. Hodges, one appointment in the Danville 
District reports 500 more scholars on the Sunday School roll than w^ere 

^^’i^e^RevtVolm G. Rowe, since his appointment as Agent of the State 
Sunday School Society, has been actively engaged in visiting the rural 
districts within our bounds, and his earnest eflorts and appeals m benalt 
of the cause of Sunday Schools has helped to awaken a deeper intere.st on 
the subiect. It is much to be regretted, however, that the meape reports 
from so'ine of our appointments seem to indicate a woful lack ot syrnpamy 
with the great w^ork of Sunday School instruction. It is to be feared that 
some of our ministers do not feel that interest in the subject wmich its 
importance demands. The prosperity of the Church and the welfare ot 
souls depend much on the active co-operation ol our ministers and mem- 
bership in Sunday School instruction. The age, the Church, and society, de- 
mand preachers w’^ho love the Sunday School work. Other denominations 
realize the value of the Sunday School, and are putting forth strenuous 
efforts to bring the children under its influence. The love of Christ and 
the welfare of our Church call upon us to do the same, and if we fail to do 
it w'e shall be highly culpable. Next to the institution of the Christian 
ministry, the Sunday School system, faithfully carried out, is the most 
promising agency for saving souls that has ever been devised. As a 
confirmation of this view, w- e have only to refer to the fact that the Suimay 
School statistics of a prominent denomination in the United States show 
that 340,000 converts were gathered from their Sunday School into their 
Church during the past nineteen years. The Sunday School rests its claim 
to support upon the Word of God ; it appeals to scripture commands and 
scripture promises ; it points to thousands of redeemed ones— the nmnu- 
ments of its efficiency — who bow in Jehovah’s presence praising 
that on earth He directed their youthful feet to the Sunday School, where 
first they heard of a Saviour’s love and first felt the gracious influence of 
the Holy Spirit drawing their tender hearts to love and serve their God. 
Think of Carey — who unsealed the fountain of living waters to millions ot 
■ heathens — who, when a poor boy, received his first religious impressions 
in a Sunday School. Think of the thousands to-day, bearing the tidings of 
salvation to a ruined world, who w^ere brougt to J esus through the instru- 
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mentality of the Sunday School— think of the tens of thousands gathered 
from homes where they have no religious training, who are now under the 
reforming and sanctifying influence of our Sunday Schools ; and can we, 
in view of these facts, over-estimate their importance ? 

It is sad to think that a minister of Christ can feel indifferent to aught 
that concerns his Sunday School. The minister and the school have the 
same end in view, they are dependent on each other ; neither can prosper 
alone. A oneness, a sympathy, a spirit stirring cordiality, must exist 
between them, or either the minister will get wrong with his people, or 
the school will wane for lack of that aid which he alone, on account of his 
position, can give. The pastor ought to lend his utmost aid and influence 
to give efllciency and a right direction to the Sunday School under his care. 

In the judgment of your committee, the Sunday School should be con- 
sidered a part, and an important part, of the pastoral charge, so that the 
minister shall feel that he is to be the guide of the teachers; and that he is 
to keep the church awake and alive to the importance of the school ; and 
that he is to do what he can to create an interest, on the part of the parents, 
in the congregation ; so that it shall be cherished by all as a valuable aux- 
iliary to the church. 

The duties of parents to Sunday Schools are plain. The late Dr. Deland, 
after an experience of many years, said : “ I have no hesitation in declaring 
it to be my settled conviction, that Sunday School instruction is to children 
what the preaching of the Word of God is to adults.” If this be true, 
and we believe it is, what right have parents to deprive their children of a 
means of grace so suited to their tender minds, and so likely, under the 
Divine blessing, to save them from eternal ruin. We affectionately warn 
parents against the error that the Sunday School is a substitute for their 
own exertions. It is to assist, not to supersede their endeavors. The 
school is not designed to take the place of parental instruction, discipline, 
and example. Det parents support the Sunday School, and then the prom- 
ise of God will be verified : “ I will pour my spirit upon thy seed, and my 
blessing upon thy offspring ; and they shall spring up as among the grass, 
as willows by the water courses.” 

Your committee recommend the adoption of the following resolutions : 

1. That we will endeavor to keep our country Sunday Schools in opera- 
tion during the winter season. 

2. That we request the Bishop to appoint a General Sunday School 
Agent. 

:i. That we commend the Sunday School Visitor as a good Sunday School 
paper, and request our delegates to the General Conference to use their in- 
fluence to make it better. 

4. That we will endeavor to organize Sunday Schools among the colored 

people.

ON THE BIBLE CAUSE.— E.’^ 

The importance of the great object contemplated by the Bible Society of 
Virginia is too well understood, and too fully appreciated, to make it nec- 
essary that your committee should attempt to magnify it. It is, perhaps, 
sufficient for us, as a Conference, simply to reiterate "our oft repeated ex- 
pressions of cordial and unabated appreciation of this great cause, our 
readiness to co-operate with its essential agencies, and the deep gratifica- 
tion we find in all its achievements. 

We learn from the annual report of the Board of Managers of the Vir- 
ginia Bible Society, that “ in place of a General Agent it is now proposed 
to secure the services of three pious and energetic young men, ministers 
or laymen, to ascertain the destitution of the Scriptures existing in every 
county in Virginia, and report the same to the Board of Managers, that 
means may be adopted for the immediate supply of such destitution ; and 
to solicit contributions in each county, and, as far as possible, from every 
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friend of the cause, and to remit the funds so collected promptly to the ■ 
Treasurer. For such services these collectors will be allowed each $500 per f 
annum, with their traveling expenses.” Contributions from all sources 
last year amounted to $2,804.73 ; disbursements, 2,050.80. 

The Depository had on hand at the opening of the year, 499 Bibles, 1,485 
Testaments, and 247 parts of the Bible. To this stock were added during \ 

the year, by purchase from the American Bible Society, 842 Bibles, 1,579 ( 

Testaments, and 125 parts of the Bible ; by gift from the American Bible I 

Society, 1,500 Bibles and 4,000 Testaments. Distributed gratuitously, 956 ' 

Bibles, 1,598 Testaments. Issued to agents and auxiliaries, 1^203 Bibles, \ 

2,444 Testaments, and 142 parts of the Bible. Delivered to life members i 

and life directors, 53 Bibles, 187 Testaments. Sold at Depository, 137 Bibles, | 

1,732 Testaments, and 30 parts of the Bible. Now on hand, 499 Bibles, 1,101 y 

Testaments, and 200 parts of the Bible. ^ ! 

Your committee think it unnecessary to offer any special resolutions for % 

your adoption, believing it sufficient that, through this report, we convey | 

to the Society our Christian assurances of cordial sympathy with its great I

ON EELIGIOUS INTERESTS OF THE COLORED 

PEOPLE.—^' F.” 



The committee appointed to consider the religious interests of the col- 
ored people within the bounds of this Conference beg leave to report : 

At the last session of this body the following resolution was adopted, 
viz — “ That the necessary steps be taken at this session to organize, as soon 
as practicable, an Annual Conference for colored people, to be called ‘ The 
Virginia Conference for the Colored people,’ over which our Bishops shall 
for the present preside, as provided by the Discipline.” 

The vear has passed by, and nothing worthy of mention has been done 
towards the accomplishment of the end proposed in this resolution. No 
new congregations have been gathered, no new societies formed, and only 
one new Sabbath School established, of which your committee have any 
knowledge. There may have been an increase in the membership of the 
societies that were already existing ; but, if so, it has not been of sufficient 
magnitude to excite attention, or call for special remark. There has been 
but little if any advance in this work beyond the position occupied twelve 
months ago- 

We would express our regret that these things are so did we not regard 
them as providential, and beyond our control. Our Superintendent of 
Colored Missions and our Ministry generally have been ready and willing 
to hold forth the word of life to these people— our quarterly Conferences 
have been ready to receive and license, and our Bishops to ordain, those 
among them who may be called of God to preach the gospel. But the door, 
in most places, has been closed against us. We have knocked, but the bolt 
has not been drawn ; there has been no response from within. Under in- 
fluences inimical to us, they have been gathered into other folds, and are 
following other shepherds. We have apparently been to them as the 
stranger whose voice the sheep know not and from w'hom they fly. 

But we rejoice to believe that many of the impediments in the way of 
our success, growing out of the excited state of the country during the 
present year, have passed away to reappear no more, and that many of the 
causes of irritation and disturbance have been buried, no more to revive 
to alienate this race from us, and consequently deeply injure their spirit- 
ual interests and prospects. The worthy Superintendent, who has recent- 
ly visited various localities in the prosecution of his mission, and who, in 
addition to his public ministrations, has conversed freely and fully with 
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many of them, reports a growing appreciation among them of the interest 
of our church in their behalf, and an increasing readiness to hear and 
place themselves under the spiritual guidance of our ministry. While, 
therefore, the past has been almost entirely fruitless, the present gives en- 
couraging promise of a future harvest. 

A good degree of success has attended the efforts of the Church in this 
field in some of the Conferences ; and we doubt not that patient labor, in- 
spired by the love of Christ, and guided by wisdom and prudence, will, 
with us also, achieve the happiest results. Let us, then, enter the field at 
every practicable point, and take possession and cultivate it in the name 
of the Lord of the Vineyard. Let prejudices be buried; let inertness be 
substituted by action, coldness by zeal, apathy by fervor, and the memory 
of supposed or real wrongs by a love of souls that will cause all that name 
Christ’s name to pray, and labor, and give, that these, his redeemed, may 
be rescued from sin and preserved from error. Combined and persistent 
effort, now that the providential indications are more favorable, will be, 
beyond a reasonable doubt, crowned with a success far in advance of any- 
thing that we have yet witnessed. 

Your committee recommend for adoption the following resolutions, viz : 

1st. That the Presiding Bishop of this Conference be, and is hereby, re- 
quested to organize at the earliest practicable day a Conference of colored 
members within our bounds. 

2d. That, until such organization is efiected, the Presiding Elders and 
preachers in charge be requested to form the societies within the limits of 
their respective Districts into Circuits, supplying them with colored preach- 
ers wherever practicable, and giving to each such charge its own quarterly 
Conference, as provided in the Discipline. 

3d. That all the members of this Conference be urged to use their best 
efforts in their respective charges to interest the Church and people in this 
work, that it may be rendered a success. 

4th. That the office of Superintendent of Colored Missions be discontin- 
ued in view of the scarcity of missionary funds and the urgency of prior 
claims; and that this -work be intrusted to the godly judgment, Christian 
prudence, and fidelity of the Presiding Elders of the several Districts, with 
instructions to them to report in writing its condition at the next session 
of this body. 

5th. That the property owned by us and formerly used by the colored 
people of our Church shall in no case be relinquished to other organiza- 
tions, but be retained by us for the use of the Colored Conference to be 
formed as above mentioned.

ON COMMUNICATION FROM VIRGINIA CONFERENCE, 
METHODIST PROTESTANT CHURCH.— “G.” 



The committee to whom was referred the communication made to this 
body by the Virginia Annual Conference of the Methodist Protestant 
Church," through its messenger. Rev. W. A. Crocker, beg leave to redort : 
The Church of God, the true disciples of Christ, are one in heart and in 
purpose. Whatever name they bear, if loyal to Christ, they love the 
brethren. Oneness of aim and Wpreme love to a common Lord, and not 
name and organization, is the bond that unites the followers of Christ. 
“ Whosoever doeth the will of my Father in Heaven, the same is my 
brother and sister and mother ” Supreme love assimilates us to the char- 
acter we love, and if we love Christ supremely, our affections must go out 
after those who are like Him. Loving Christ, we love character, and if 
His followers have His spirit and bear His image, love to them is a necessi- 
ty of our renewed nature. Hereby “ we know that we have passed from 
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death unto life, because we love the brethren.” The Christian Church is 
one in heart and aim; but, to the eye of the world, there is divismn and. 
antagonism. Separate ecclesiastical organizations, founded on difference 
of doctrine or of polity, seem a necessity of our fallen nature. As wo 
trrow in knowledge and in charity, these differences are lessened and re- 
moved, organizations combine, and the advancing Church of God not only 
possesses unity of heart, but presents unity in form. Divisions in the 
Church, even as to polity— as to modes and methods of achieving a com- 
mon end— have at least an appearance of evil. ^ 

We therefore hail with pleasure the movement of the Virginia Conter- 
ence of the M. P. Church, communicated to us through its messenger, Kev. 
Wm. A. Crocker, and offer for the adoption of this Conference the follow- 

ing we cordially reciprocate the fraternal feelings of the 

Virginia Annual Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church, and re- 
joice to learn of their purpose to effect organic union with the M. E. Church 

•Jout^^^^^^ That as the respective General Conferences of the two 
Churches, to be convened in 1870, will have this subject under considera- 
tion, we give it as our judgment that organic union of these two divisions 
of the Ch^urch of Christ will redound to the glory of God and to the fur- 
therance of our holy religion. fwr. 

3. Resolved, That this Conference appoint a Committee of Three— two 
clerical and one lay member — so that, should the General Conference oi 
the Methodist Potestant Church, which is to ^nvene in 187(^ refuse to 
sanction the proposition to unite with the M. E. Church South, then the 
committee aforesaid shall meet an equal number of the Virginia Conf^- 
ence, Methodist Protestant Church, to arrange a plan of effecting the 
proposed union of the two Churches.

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ON LIFE INSUFvANCE.— “ H.” 

The Committee appointed by the last Conference “to consider and report 
the best method of promoting the life insurance of the ministers of this 
Conference,” in making response, beg leave to say, for the information 
of members who have not turned their attention to the subject, that me 
insurance can be safely undertaken, only by those who have a reasonable 
expectation of receiving year by year, for the remainder of life an income 
in excess of their expenditures; since, in the event of failure to pay the 
premiums at the time due, the payments already maae by the assured 
cease at once to bear interest, and loss and disappointment ensue to the 
partv interested. We are clearly of opinion, the regular system of life in- 
surance, and not voluntary benevolent associations, is the best toi adoption 
by any individual who is able to comply with the terms required by tho 
insurance companies; but we are equally satisfied that the C^ference a 
body cannot take any direct action to promote insurance on the lives of its^ 
several members without involving the body in the same difficulty^ just 
mentioned, and to a more serious extent than attends the action of a single 

^”we wnWenture to suggest to Conference that if a legally incorporatod 
body could be created, holding to the Conference a similar relation to that 
held bv the R. M. College, with the main view to hold funds as a Preach- 
ers’ Aid Society,” that such a body, if sustained by the regular annual 
contributions of our ministers and members, and possibly by future de- 
vises and bequests, and with authority so to do, could be very useful in 
assisting members of Conference w'ho may hereafter be unable to keep 
in force their respective life insurance policies, and through the pur- 
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chase of such investments on proper terms be enabled ultimately to secure 
a large endowment for the main purpose already referred to. A fund grad- 
ually built up in all the methods named, would hereafter afford a means of 
supplementing deficiencies in the “ Conference Collection,” or in any ap- 
propriate way helping impoverished ministers. Such a corporation as we 
reler to could not be chartered under the laws of Virginia, but we believe 
could bo in the State of North Carolina, wfithin whose bounds our Con- 
ference has jurisdiction. 

We, therefore, beg leave to submit the following resolutions : 

Resolved^ That it is inexpedient to take any action as a body on the sub- 
ject of life insurance. 

Resolved, That a Committee of Seven* be appointed to obtain an act of in- 
corporation from the State of North Carolina for a Society, with powers to 
receive moneys and bequests, purchase endowments, annuities, and insu- 
rances, and appropriate the same for the benefit of members of the Virginia 
Conference, and report to the next Conference for its approval.

ON MINISTEBIAL SUPPOET.— 



The Committee on the Support of the Ministry feel, that material aid 
would have been furnished them in the consideration of the important sub- 
ject confided to them, by the presentation of such fiscal reports from the Pre- 
siding Elders as are contemplated by the resolution adopted at the Confer- 
ence of 1867, at Petersburg. 

Instructing our chairman to call for them, at our first meeting, we found 
ourselves in possession of four at the time when our report was due. 
From all the information we <;an gather, it is manifest that in many por- 
tions of our work there is still much defection on this important subject ; 
and by far too many of our preachers failed to receive the total amount of 
their estimated salaries during the past Conference year. 

We are, therefore, more fully impressed than ever with the necessity for 
practical results, instead of niere theories and resolutions made and then 
forgotten. 

Still, to harmonize the essentially voluntary and cheerful performance 
of a sacred duty, with the lack of ability on the one hand and of disposition 
on the other, is a delicate and difficult task, and demands the careful and 
prayerful consideration of those who are charged with the financial inter- 
ests of the Church. 

Your committee are impressed with the conviction that several leading 
difficulties exist on this subject to which may be traced in a great degree 
the lack of satisfactory results. While it may be true of a station here and 
there, it is evident that the trouble is confined, in the main, to our circuit 
work ; and the first point we notice is the lack of unity and identity be- 
tween the pastor and people in such circuits where preaching is divided 
up among several appointments. The tendency in such cases is to disinte- 
gration, and the individual member is apt to measure his liability by the 
amount of preaching he enjoys, forgetting that the preacher has nothing 
to do with the fixing of appointments, and should not be made to suffer for 
it ; and the other great fact that, in our economy, the circuit is a unity, and 
the maintenance of the preacher beai’s alike on each and every member, 
irrespective of his special locality therein. 

Again, does it not appear that the limitation of responsibility for the 
salary of the peacher to the pastoral relation has a tendency to weaken the 
force of the obligation, as being merely temporary in its character, if, in- 
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deed, it has not operated in some cuhoh to cause a delay of payment, with 
the view to ultimate escape therefrom? 

Would^t not appear, again, that the recent extension of the possible term 
of the pastoral relation to four years is somewhat in conllict with the 
usage, and invites modificatiou thereof. 

At least, until some other remedy is suggested, should wo not lend all 
the extent and power of our intluehceto iiuuilcato the binding cliaracter of 
the obligation to pay the minister, even to the uttermost farthing, and any 
advantage taken of the law of the Church is not only an act of injustice to 
the preacher and his family, but a breach of covenant relations. 

While the last and best results of the mind of the Church on the (luestion 
of Ministerial Support are found in what is known throughout the Confer- 
ence as the “Assessment Plan,’’ yet, as practiced, it clearly reveals two 
important weak points : 1st. A lack of authority to enforce the assessment 
Avhen made ; and 2d. Tn its absence, a lack of personal recognizatioii of the 
binding character of the assessment on the part of the membership. 

Tliis being conceded, it is, perhaps, equally true that no adequate and 
perfect remedy is attainable. 

'I’he question of Ministerial Support has essentially the same ditlicnltios 
in those churches whose pastors are settled — so tar, at least, as the necessity 
for keeping up to the proper standard those whose moral faculties are ob- 
tuse on the money question. All we can hope to do is to inculcate correct 
views of duty to our Boards of Stewards and the membership, and hold 
both up to a clear and full responsibility thereto. The duty of the steward 
only begins with the assessment: he should feel bound to do all in his 
power for its collection. The membership, in this regard, are as much 
bouml to pay the several sums assessed as are members of any organization 
amenable to" any and all laws passed by competent authority, and not in 
contlict with the purposes of the organization. Bet it be recorded, as the 
verdict of this committee of laymen exclusively, that anj'^ member, hav- 
ing the ability, and failing to ineet such obligations, is chargeable wdth a 
manifest direlictiou of duty towards those whose work and labor of love 
promises, at best, only a bare support. 

At this point we deem it important to urge all our Boards of Stewards 
to give this subject special attention at their first meeting in the Con- 
ference year. 

'I’he language of a Presiding JSlder, in his financial rej)ort to this Confer- 
ence, is fully expressive of your committee’s views on this point, and 
hence is quoted : “ As intimated in my last report, one great difliculty in 
the way of the successful iwosecuti^m of the assessment plan is the want of 
pronq^t action in the beginning of the Conference year. Prompt and har- 
monious action is needed on the part of the Presiding Elders, Preachers in 
Charge, and Officers of the Church. The first Quarterly Conference is al- 
most wholly ignored, in a financial point of view, when, in my judgment, 
it is the most important, in that respect, of any held during the year. It is 
my firm conviction that an early and energetic effort to meet the financial 
engagements at the first Quarterly Conference will almost invariably, if 
not altogether, insure success, and the demands of the Church be fully 
met.” 

Your committee would enjoin on the stewards prompt action, and earn- 
estly exhort our Presiding Elders to i>reach at least one sermon during the 
year at all their appointments, clearly defining the obligation of the Church 
to support the ministry. 

In view of the foregoing, j^our committee respectfully suggest the fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

1st. That, in accordance with the genius of our Church, the minister’s 
salary impinges upon every member of every church within his circuit, in 
its unity and identity, without regard to the amount of service rendered at 
any particular locality, if he has performed the Avork assigned him by the 
Church. 

2d. That, while the law- and usage of the Church limits the obligation to 
pay the preacher to the term of the pastoral relation, yet in this we discover 
only a reason for j>rompt payment, and no excuse for delay or apology for 
deficiency. 

od. That the Boards of Stewards are clothed with authority to make such

arrangements for paying the ministers that they best can, and that their 
wise and judicious action carries with it all the moral influence and sanction 
of any law of the Church. 

4th. That the membership are in duty, honor, and interest bound to meet 
these obligations, in the sight of God, honestly, fairly, and fully, and any 
failure to do so, except from lack of ability, is at once unchristianlike and 
uninethodistic,

ON TEMPERANCE.— L.” 



Your committee, to whom was referred the subject of Temperance, beg 
leave to make the following report ; 

They are satisfied that the traffic in and use of ardent spirits as a bever- 
age is an evil of vast magnitude, and one that prevails to an alarming ex- 
tent in our country. Moreover, in many instances it has insinuated itself — 
unrebuked, we fear — within the sacred precincts of the Church, and its 
dire effects are seen in some who claim to be members of Christ’s mystical 
body. 

Your committee are satisfied that the provisions of our Discipline, if 
strictly enforced, are amply sufficient to prevent the improper use of ar- 
dent spirits by our members ; but we believe that direct and positive pro- 
hibition of the manufacture and sale of spirituous liquors as a beverage is 
necessary to preserve the purity and to promote the well-being of the 
Church. 

We, therefore, recommend that our delegates to the General Cpnference 
be instructed to secure such additional legislation, in the form of a disci- 
plinary rule, as shall declare the manufacture and sale of ardent spirits, 
except for medicinal purposes, an immorality for which a member may 
be expelled.

ON MEMORIALS TO THE GENERAL CONFER- 
ENCE.—" M.” 



The Committee on Memorials to the General Conference beg leave to 
report that they have carefully considered the several papers referred to 
them, and, as the result of their deliberations, recommend that the General 
Conference be memorialized ; 

1. To strike out the proviso contained in answer 3, section 5, Chapter II., 
of the Discipline, which limits the number of appointments composing a 
Presiding Elder’s District. 

2. To incorporate the District Conference into our ecclesiastical economy, 
and to give it, subordinately to the Annual Conference, jurisdiction over 
all the local interests of the Presiding Elder’s District. 

3. To provide that the title to and control of District Parsonages shall 
be vested in Trustees, to be nominated by the Presiding Elder and elected 
by the District Conference, and who, with the concurrence of the Presiding 
Elder and the consent of the District Conference, shall have power to sell 
such property, when in their judgment it may be necessary. 

4. To require applicants for orders in the local ministry to stand an ap- 
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proved examination on all the course of study prescribed for applicants 
for orders in the traveling connection. 

5. To add to the questions to be answered in the business of an Annual 
Conference, the following ; “ What ministers are received from other Con- 
ferences?” 

6. To restore to the Discipline the rule in regard to a Committee of Ar- 
bitration to settle difficulties that may arise between our members, not in- 
volving moral character. 

The committee could not agree to recommend the adoption of the papers 
presented by D. M. Lee, J. A. Proctor, Thomas Whitehead, Paul White- 
head, and Jacob Manning, respectively.

ON PUBLISHING INTEEESTS.— “ N.” 



The Committee on the Publishing Interests of *he Church desire to pre- 
sent the following report : 

A sound religious literature cannot be too highly valued. In importance 
it occupies a position inferior only to that of the preaching of the Word. 
No church that fails to make provision to supply its members with whole- 
some religious reading can expect to prosper ; that church that best does this 
may expect, other things being equal, to wield the most powerful influence 
over the world. We believe in an intelligent piety, and an intelligent piety 
cannot exist in the absence of a good religious literature. We are thank- 
ful to know that our Church has been making diligent effort to meet this 
great want. Perhaps we may safely state that, year after year, we are 
making greater progress in this direction. To supply such a necessity is 
not the work of a short time — the gradual accomplishment of this object is 
all that could be reasonably demanded. To build up and establish upon a 
firm foundation the publishing interests of a church is one of its most dif- 
ficult enterprises. We think, however, that we have very little to fear for 
the future. We have at the head of this department a man who has given 
evidence of the possession of every qualification for its most successful 
management. Dr. A. H. Redford, our General Agent, is entitled to the 
profound gratitude of the entire Church. He has conducted our Publish- 
ing House with extraordinary energy and skill, and we by no means use 
extravagant language when we declare that he has achieved wonderful re- 
sults. We are extremely gratified at the present condition and future pros- 
pects of the institution under his control. But while we rejoice in the 
flourishing condition of our Publishing House, we are constrained to say 
that its benefits to the Methodists of Virginia are comparatively meagre. 
It is to us very inaccessible, and, consequently, our people are not able to 
supply themselves with its publications. This evil has long been felt and 
lamented. With a view to its removal, at the last session of our Confer- 
ence, we requested the Rev. W. W. Bennett, D. D., to enter into correspon- 
dence with our General Agent, to ascertain whether or not any arrangement 
could be made to establish an agency in connection with "the Richmond 
Christian Advocate. We regret to have learned that such arrangement 
could not be effected. We are of opinion, however, that it is highly im- 
portant that we should have a Depository in the city of Richmond. 

The Nashville Christian Advocate is a very able and valuable paper, re- 
flects great credit upon its editor and publisher, and is a noble representa- 
tive of the intelligence, culture, and piety of our Church. 

The Sunday School Visitor does not seem, as yet, to fully meet the wants 
of our Sunday School work. It gives us pleasure, however, to say that it 
is an improving paper, and we hope that it may soon become such a paper 
as shall command the approbation of the entire Church. 

The old debts of the Richmond Christian Advocate continue to be a source 
of trouble. It is urgently demanded that every eflort be made to effect 
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their speedy settlement. We simply mention the fact that the Conference 
may take such action with regard to it as it may deem to be proper. 

This paper is now the property of Dr. W. W. Bennett, and we are, there- 
fore, no longer responsible for its financial management. But its relation 
to us, in other respects, is unaltered. It is still the organ of the Virginia 
Conference, and we are under the strongest obligations to afford its editor all 
the aid and encouragement which he may need. We are much pleased to 
learn that he proposes soon to enlarge and otherwise improve it, and, 
with our faithful co-operation, hopes to make it equal to any religious pa- 
per published in the South. 

We offer for adoption the subjoined resolutions : 

1st. Resolved^ That we highly appreciate the remarkable ability and un- 
precedented success with which Dr. A. H. Bedford, our General Agent, has 
conducted our publishing interests at Nashville, Tenn. 

2d. Resolvedf That our delegates to the next General Conference be, and 
they are hereby, instructed to use their influence to procure the establish- 
ment of a Book Depository in the city of Richmond, Va. 

3d. Resolved, That we heartily recommend to all our people the Nashville 
Christian Advocate, 

4th. Resolved, That we feel a special and an increasing interest in the 
Richmond Christian Advocate, and that we pledge to it our first and warm- 
est support.

MEMOIRS. 



Jesse K. Powers was born in the county of Albemarle, on the 8th of 
June, 1801. He received a liberal education. In May, 1826, while engaged in 
teaching a classical school within the bounds of Columbia Circuit, he sought 
and obtained the pardon of his sins, and united with the M. E. Church. 
He was received on trial in the traveling connection, at the session of the 
Virginia Conference held at Raleigh in February, 1826. In 1830, he w*as ad- 
mitted into lull connection and ordained deacon ; and in 1832, was ordained 
elder. 

Brother Powers was a plain, faithful, earnest minister of the gospel, al- 
ways conscientiously discharging the duties of a Methodist preacher. Being 
unencumbered with a family, he readily and cheerfully entered on what- 
ever field of labor was assigned him ; and everywhere endeared himself 
to the people whom he served, by his unaffected and consistent piety. For 
upwards of two score years he made full proof of his ministry. In the 
latter part of his life, through affectionate regard for his welfare and in 
consideration of his infirmities, his brethren of the Conference placed him 
on the list of supernumeraries. But so anxious was he to be in the regu- 
lar pastoral work, that he appealed to the Conference to place him among 
the effective men. Unwisely, we fear, his request was granted, and he 
was appointed to the New Kent Circuit. He received his appointment with 
a glad heart and a willing mind, and entered upon his work with an earn- 
estness beyond his strength. His arduous labors and the exposure inci- 
dent to his duties soon began to tell upon his feeble frame, and he was 
brought very low. In this condition he concluded that, if he could reach 
the house of his old and long-tried friend, in the county of Chesterfield, 
John Bradley, Esq., the change of air and the affectionate and assiduous 
nursing of that kind family would tend greatly to restore his health. He 
undertook the journey in his sulky, and had nearly reached his destina- 
tion when, having fainted from exhaustion, he fell, and his feet becoming 
entangled, he was dragged for a considerable distance with his head down- 
ward, receiving such injuries as to cause his death. He lingered some 
weeks in great suffering, which he bore with the patience and faith of a 
Christian hero, and on the 1st of March, 1869, he passed to his reward. 

Being fully aware of his situation, he arranged for his death and burial 
— selected the place for his grave, and gave specific directions concerning 
his interment. He distributed his little effects, and left mementoes of re- 
gard to various brethren and personal friends. Having methodically at- 
tended to every matter of life and death, he calmly, patiently — to use 
his own language — “waited the Master’s will.” Among other charac- 
teristics of Brother Power’s piety, his desire for usefulness was prominent. 
He requested to be buried on a certain spot near, and in full view of, on e 
of the most frequented highways in the county — giving as his reason for 
this, that the road at that point would not be changed, and that many of 
his old friends and acquaintances would pass that way, and possibly, when 
they should see the place where he lay, some good impressions might be 
made upon them, and, being dead, he would yet thus speak for God. And 
there he is, alone, with precious holy memories clinging around him, wait- 
ing for the coming of his Lord without sin unto salvation. 



Minton Thrift was born in Gloucester county, Virginia, September 
18th, 1787, and died in Petersburg, Virginia, March 26th, 1869. 

He was converted September 16th, 1806 j was licensed to preach in the

Fall of 1810 ; was admitted on trial ih the Conference in 1812 ; was received 
into full connection and ordained deacon in 1814, and elder in 1816. He 
located in 1819 ; was readmitted into the traveling connection in 1840 ; lo- 
cated again in 1843 ; was again readmitted in 1857, and granted a superannu- 
ated relation, in which he continued until his death. While on the effec- 
tive list he filled successively the appointments of Suffolk Circuit, Peters- 
burg, Norfolk, Newbern, and Gloucester Circuit. During most of the 
time passed as a local preacher, he w^as engaged in teaching, being princi- 
pal of a school of some celebrity in the city of Petersburg, and was also 
actively engaged in preaching, laboring among the whites and the people 
of color. He was very methodical in his habits. He kept a journal, in 
which he sketched the characters of his pupils, leaving thus a record of 
much interest to the older citizens of the place. 

Among his papers is found a history of the rise and progress of Metho- 
dism in Petersburg and the surrounding country. As a preacher, he was 
a man of some mark in his day, though his pulpit power and influence 
were limited by his local employments. For several years before his death 
his eyesight failed him so far that, at the date of his last illness, he was 
nearly blind. For a fortnight preceding his departure he was confined to 
his bed, during which time he gave many evidences of his peace of mind 
and abiding faith in God. In the earlier part of this period his mind was 
clear, especially on all religious subjects, frequently quoting passages from 
the Bible with great accuracy, arid repeating verses from his favorite 
hymns. He selected the following hymns to be sung at his funeral : “ Rock 
of Ages cleft for me ” and “ Jesus, Lover of my Soul.” The funeral dis- 
course preached over his remains was from the text selected by himself 
from Revelation xiv., 13: “And I heard a voice saying unto me. Write, 
Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from henceforth : Yea, saith 
the Spirit, that they may rest from their labors and their works do follow 
them.” During the last day or two of his life his weakness w^as such that 
he could only occasionally express his feelings, and then in words of scrip- 
ture, or in broken snatches of hymns. His last moments were full of 
peace. He died on the day commemorative of the crucifixion of our 
Ijord, and on Easter Sunday he was laid in the sepulchre made blessed for- 
ever by the risen Saviour. 



Aurelius W. Holt, a probationer in the Virginia Annual Conference, 
died at the residence of his father, in Surry county, Virginia, on the 2d 
day of December, 1868. 

He was received on trial in the traveling connection at the Conference of 
1867, and served on the New Kent Circuit until his strength gave way 
under the ravages of pulmonary consumption. At the Conference held 
in November, 1868, he was appointed to the Clover Hill (Chesterfield coun- 
ty) Circuit, but was unable to enter upon the duties of his new field of la- 
bor. He was a young man of deep piety and much promise. In conver- 
sation with friends he spoke of his approaching dissolution with entire 
composure, declared that he was wholly free from the fear of death, and 
that he enjoyed the sustaining and comforting influence of the Holy Ghost, 
and expected to enter into the rest of Heaven. He suggested to attending 
friends that it was time to prepare his body for the tomb— and then sweetly 
fell asleep in Jesus.

Second Year.— The Bible: As to the Institutions of Christianity with 
reference to Watson’s Dictionary, as aboye; Wesley’s Sermons, Volume 
II. ; Discipline, with reference to'^Henkle’s Analysis ; Hymn Book ; Smith’s 
Elements of Diyinity ; Watson’s Institutes, Part IV. ; Watsons Life of 
Wesley, and Observations on Southey ; Essay or Sermon, with reference 
to Quackenbos’s Advanced Course of Composition and Rhetoric. 

Third Year.— The Bible: As to Doctrines, with reference to Watson’s 
Dictionary, as aboye ; Wesley’s Sermons, Volume III. ; Discipline ; Hymn 
Book; Watson’s Institutes, Part II.; Whately’s Rhetoric; Essay or Ser- 
mon, with reference to Vinet’s Pastoral Theology. 

Fourth Year.— The Bible: Generally, with reference to Watson’s Dic- 
tionary, as aboye; Wesley’s Sermon’s, Volume IV.; Discipline; Hymn 
Book ; Riyers’s Elements of Moral Philosophy ; Watson’s Institutes, Part

CONSTITUTION 

OF 

THE BOARD OF DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 



Article I, The Board shall he known as the Board of Domestic Missions 
of the Virginia Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Article II. The Board shall consist of a President, Vice President, 
Treasurer, Secretary, and nine managers, who shall be chosen annually bv 
the Virginia Conference. The managers shall consist of five members of 
the Conference and four laymen. The Board shall fill any vacancy which 
may occur from death, resignation, or other cause. 

Article III. The Treasurer shall take charge of all the funds and prop- 
erty of the Board, subject to the order of the Board, and shall make an ac- 
curate report annually of all receipts and disbursements of the Board, to 
the Virginia Conference. He shall also receive money collected in aid of 
foreign missions and transmit the same to the Secretary of that Board. 

Article IV. The Secretary shall keep a full record of the proceedings of 
the Board. 

Article V. It shall be the duty of the Board to inquire diligently into 
the labors of the missionaries and the state of the missions; to recommend 
to the Conference what missions shall be instituted, continued, or discon- 
tinued, and what appropriations shall be made for their support ; and in 
the intervals between the sessions of the Conference to organize new mis- 
sions when they think it necessary and the missionary funds justify it, 
and request the Bishop to appoint preachers to such missions. 

Article VI. It shall be the duty of the President to publish in our 
Church papers, from time to time, facts and incidents connected with the 
condition and need of our various missions, in order to excite our people 
to enlarged liberality in this department of Christian benevolence ; and he 
shall also present an annual report to this Conference setting forth the 
present condition of the various missions in our bounds, and making such 
recommendations as he and the Board may deem advisable for the more 
complete success of the cause of missions. 

Article VII. Every minister laboring on one of our missions shall 
forward semi-annually to the President of the Board a full report of his 
labors and of the state of the mission. 

Article VIII. The Board shall make arrangements before the session of 
Conference for a public meeting in aid of Domestic Missions, to be held at 
such time and place during the session of Conference and in such mode as 
they may deem expedient. 



XII. 

PLAN OP ELECTING LAY DELEGATES TO THE ANNUAL 

CONFERENCE. 

Two male members of the Church shall be elected by the first or second 
Quarterly Conference, of each pastoral charge, to attend the District Con- 
ference, and whose especial duty it shall be to elect four lay representatives 
—one of whom may be a local preacher — from the District to the Annual 
Conference. In case of failure to hold a District Conference, the Presiding 
Elder shall call together said representatives of the Quarterly Conferences, 
for the purpose of electing the delegates to the Annual Conference.
